REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the feed and 
transfer system comprised of a bagger system, a cartoner system, which operate 
asynchronously of each other, and a transfer system, which is further comprised of an 
air conveyor, servo conveyor and fan feeder is distinguished over the prior art of Tisma, 
which does not disclose the use of a transfer system comprised of an air conveyor, 
servo conveyor and fan feeder. 
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In claim 44, the feed and transfer system comprised of a bagger system, a 
cartoner system, which operate independently of each other, and a transfeir system, 
which is further comprised of an air conveyor, servo conveyor and fan feeder is 
distinguished over the prior art of Tisma, which does not disclose the use of a transfer 
system comprised of an air conveyor, servo conveyor and fan feeder.
